Steele,  D.D.,  Amherst,  and  Pres.  Thos.  Trotter,  D.

Superintendents  J.  F.  Parsons  and  J.  C.  Dumaresq, 
President  of  B.  Y.  P.  Union,  Geo.  A.  McDonald, 
Rev.  W.  N.  Hutchins,  and  J.  W.  Barss,  the  only 
surviving  member  of  50  years  ago.  The  Choir 
sang  old-time,  music,  and  S.  S.  Orchestra  assisted 
at  the  Sunday  School  Service.

The  North  Baptist  Church  has  a  history  which  is 
worth  writing,  and  well  worth  preserving.  It  was 
organized  Jan.  i6,  1848.  It  began  with  a  membership 
of  16.  Their  names  are — William  J.  Wiswell  and 
Elizabeth,  his  wife  :  James  McN.  Wiswell  and  Mary 
Jane,  his  wife ;  Job  Pingree  and  Martha,  his  wife ; 
David  McPherson  and  Catherine,  his  wife ;  John 
Cribby  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife  ;  John  W.  Barss,  Charles 
A.  Hinkle,  James  Steele,  and  a  Mr.  Wentworth,  wife 
and  daughter,  who  were  members  of  a  Baptist  Church 
in  England,  united  with  the  above  in  giving  assent  to 
the  Articles  of  Faith  and  Covenant.

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On  the  1st  day  of  January,  1849,  the  first  yearly  report 
of  the  church  was  presented.  It  is  an  interesting  doc- 
ument ;  but  only  a  ^ew  brief  extracts  can  be  given. 

' '  Not  many  months  elapsed  after  the  formation  of 
our  church,  when  a  clear  evidence  of  God's  approval  in 
reference  to  our  undertaking  was  plainly  manifested. 
The  prayer-meetings  were  well  attended,  and  our  room 
being  too  small,  we  were  forced  to  seek  for  acconnno- 
dation  in  a  larger  room  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
street,  and  we  had  the  happiness  of  learning  of  several 
conversions  among  us.  *  *  *  *  Since  our  forma- 
tion II  have  been  baptized,  and  26  added  by  letter  from 
other  churches. "  This  made  the  total  nvmiber  of  mem- 
bers at  the  close  of  the  year,  53. 

The  same  document  goes  on  to  say  : — "  In  the  early 
part  of  last  spring  it  was  evident  that  our  extension 
must  be  very  limited,  unless  we  could  get  a  building 
to  accommodate  the  hearers  who  were  willing  to  listen 
to  the  Gospel ;  and  after  consultation  and  due  delibera- 
tion, in  the  fear  of  our  I^ord,  we  were  led  to  attempt 
the  erection  of  the  building  we  now  occupy,  and  which 
was  completed  and  occupied  in  less  than  five  months 
from  the  time  work  began,  and  was  opened  for  worship 
on  the  2nd  Sabbath  in  October  last,  1848,  and  upon 
presenting  the  accounts  to  the  church,  it  was  found 
that  through  the  great  liberality  of  members  of  the 
church,  aided  by  others  friendly  to  us,  that  the  whole 
sum  of  $2660.00  required  to  purchase  the  property  had 
been  supplied,  thereby  placing  in  the  hands  of  this 
church,  free  from  debt,  the  house  which,  by  the  bless- 
ing of  God,  we  now  occupy."  It  might  be  interesting 
to  the  present  members  of  the  church  to  call  their

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attention  to  the  fact  that  while  the  total  cost  of  the 
building,  land,  etc.,  was  I2660.00,  yet  only  a  little  more 
than  $664.00  was  raised  by  the  church  and  friends  of 
the  cause  ;  the  balance  was  generously  given  by  Mr. 
Barss.  The  church  thus  built  was  on  Cornwallis  Street, 
and  is  now  known  as  "Sons  of  Temperance  Hall.'' 
The  clerk  of  the  church  says  :— "  Perhaps  such  an  in- 
stance of  munificence  on  the  part  of  a  single  individual 
has  not  before  been  exhibited  among  any  body  of 
Christians  in  these  North  American  Provinces." 

In  the  second  annual  report  it  is  stated  that  10  were 
received  by  baptism  and  17  by  letter,  while  3  were  dis- 
missed to  join  other  churches.  The  net  increase  was 
24.  In  two  years  the  membership  of  the  church  had 
become  79. 

During  this  year,  Brethren  Henry  Angell  and  W.  P. 
Everett,  were  licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel,  one  on 
June  14th,  1849,  the  other  July  4th,  1849. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  church,  held  May  7th,  1850,  a 
vote  of  thanks  was  presented  to  Deacon  J.  W.  Barss, 
"for  his  unbounded  libarality  toward  the  church.'' 
(Mr.  Barss  being  about  to  leave  the  city  on  account  of 
failing  health. ) 

^  On  May  21st  of  the  same  year  Brethren  McLearn  and 
Cribby  were  chosen  deacons  by  ballot. 

The  present  meeting-house  was  built  in  186S,  and 
the  basement  was  op^n  to  ths  public  for  the  first  time 
on  the  i6th  of  July  of  that  year,  wlun  a  tea-m2eting 
was  held,  at  which  nearly  400  persons  were  present. 
After  tea  was  served  the  Rev.  Timothy  Harly,  then 
Pastor  of  the  Brussels  Street  Church,  St.  John,  gave  an 
address  on 

"  The  men  who  have  turned  the  world  qpaide  down," 
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himself  to  his  flock.  His  gentle  manners  and  tender 
sympathy  made  him  a  welcome  visitor  among  the  sick 
and  afflicted,  while  at  the  same  time  his  pulpit  abilities 
were  most  excellent. 

The  Rev.  A.  H.  Munro  succeeded  Mr.  Bentley,  preach- 
ing his  first  sermon  January  ist,  i860,  and  served  the 
church  five  years  and  nine  months.  Mr.  Munro  was  a 
brilliant  preacher.  He  was  an  omnivorous  reader, 
which  told  upon  his  pulpit  preparation.  He  was 
always  fresh  and  forceful.  During  his  pastorate  the 
additions  by  baptism  and  by  letter  were  94,  and  the 
decrease,  by  dismission,  exclusion,  and  death,  was  84. 
The  net  increase  was  only  12. 

Mr.  Munro's  successor  was  Rev.  J.  E.  Goucher,  who 
entered  upon  his  work  September  ist,  1866.     His  term 
of  service  lasted  six  years  and  nine  months,  nearly 
seven  years,  resigning  on  account  of  failing  health. 
During  these  nearly  seven  years  there  were  added  to 
the  church,  by  baptism  and  by  letter,  293,  while  the 
decrease  by  dismission,  exclusion,  and  death,  was  160- 
The  net  increase  was  133.     Mr.  Goucher  is  too  well 
known  by  most  present,  and  his  connection  with  the 
church  too  recent  for  any  characterization  of  his  min- 
istry ;  but  it  may  be  said  of  him,  as  was  said  of  Barna- 
bas, "  He  was  a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
and  of  faith,  and  much  people  was  added  to  the  Lord.*' 
Mr.  Goucher's  successor  was  the  Rev.  J.  F,  Avery, 
who  entered  upon  his  duties  June  i6th,  1873,  ^^^  with- 
drew in  the  autumn  of  1874,  serving  the  church  less 
than   two   years.       During   his   pastorate    there   were 
added  to  the  church,  by  letter  and  baptism,  69,  and  the 
decrease  by  dismission,  exclusion,  and  death,  was  35* 
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The  net  increase  was  34.  Of  the  labors  of  Pastor 
Avery  it  will  be  sufficient  to  say  that  he  was  active, 
energetic,  and  tireless  in  his  efforts  to  advance  the  in- 
terests of  the  church  ;  but  there  was  antagonism  which 
resulted  in  the  formation  of  a  third  church  under  un- 
pleasant circumstances. 

In  August,  1875,  the  Rev.  J.  \V.  Manning  assumed 
the  pastoral  oversight  of  the  church,  having  been  called 
to  the  same  in  May  of  that  year.  He  served  the  church 
seventeen  years,  resigning  the  pastorate  in  June,  1892, 
to  take  charge  of  the  Foreign  Mission  work  of  the 
Baptist  Convention  of  the  Maritime  Provinces.  Dur- 
ing his  connection  with  the  church  380  persons  were 
received  by  baptism  and  by  letter.  There  were  re- 
moved from  the  church  roll  by  dismission,  exclusion, 
and  death,  255.  There  were  dismissed  also  to  form 
the  third  Baptist  Church,  85  persons,  which  makes  the 
total  decrease  340.  The  net  increase  was  40.  Mr. 
Manning  was  greatly  helped  in  his  work  by  his  ener- 
getic and  devoted  wife. 

Rev.  D.  G.  MacDonald,  who  came  from  Stratford, 
Ontario,  though  he  was  a  native  of  Prince  Edward  Is- 
land, was  the  next  pastor.  He  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  1892,  and 
labored  with  much  success  for  three  years,  resigning 
in  May,  1895,  to  engage  in  evangelistic  work  in  Hali- 
fax county.  There  were  added  to  the  church  during 
his  pastorate,  by  baptism,  letter  and  experience,  104. 
The  decrease  by  dismission,  exclusion  and  death 
was  56.  The  net  increase  was  48.  Mr.  MacDonald 
was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Goucher,  a  former 
pastor,  who  entered  upon  his  pastoral  work  November, 
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J.  C.  Dumaresq,  and  A.  C.  Layton.  Brethrcji  Parsons 
and  Dumaresq  served  the  church  in  this  department 
of  her  work  longer  than  any  of  their  predecessors. 
The  Primary  Class,  since  1873,  has  been  taught  by 
Bro.  Geo.  A.  McDonald,  a  period  of  25  years. 

The  Brother  who  has  served  the  church  the  greatest 
number  of  years  in  any  one  office  is  Deacon  W.  T.  Har- 
ris.    He  has  been  the  leader  of  the  church  choir  from 
time  almost  immemorial,  with  scarcely  a  break— and  he 
is  not  an  old  man  yet.    The  most  efficient  church  clerk 
was  Dea.  Geo.  Robins.     The  two  men  who  served  the 
church  the  longest  as  Treasurers  were  Brethren  John 
Steele  and  James  Ross.     Two  more  faithful  men  could 
scarcely  be  found.     The  Brother  most  active  in  connec- 
tion with  the  finances  of  the  church  was  David  Thomp- 
son, and  the  Brother  most  influential  in  moulding  the 
character  of  the  church  was  the  late  Judge  McCully. 
The  Deacons  of  the  church  were  J.  W.  Barss,  David 
McPherson,  John  Cribby,  T.  Mcl^earn,  W.  L.  Evans, 
J.  McCully,  J.  F.  Burnham.  David  Thompson,  Norman 
McDonald,  David  Ellis,  Patrick  Crowe,  J.  W.  Whitman, 
H.  H.  Read,  Albert  Clements,   J.  C.  Dumaresq,  James 
Ross,    Dimock    Archibald,  Arthur  Layton,  James  Mc- 
Pherson, John  Bentley,  \V.  W.  Pickings,  W.  T.  Harris. 
Mr.  John  A.  Thompson  has  had  charge  of  the  Bloom- 
field  St.  Mission  from  its  commencement,  Jan.,  1891, 
though  work  was  done  in  the  neighborhood  since  1883. 
He  has  done  well.      Of  the  constituent  members  of 
the  church,  only  one  of  them.  Deacon  J.  W.  Barss,  is 
still  living,  the  honored  Senior  Deacon  of  the  First 
Horton  Church.

The  first  lady  missionary  who  went  from  Nova  vScotia 
was  Miss  Minnie  DeWolfe,  a  member  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  HaHfax,  now  Mrs.  Rev.  J.  T.  Katon 
who  in  1868  was  s2nt  to  Burmah  under  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  the  United  States,  but  was  supported 
by  funds  raised  in  this  Province.  Her  mother.  Mrs. 
Thomas  DeWolfe,  was  one  of  the  earliest  presidents  of 
the  W.  M.  A.  Society  of  this  church. 

We  are  all  acquainted  with  the  name  of  Miss  No-ris, 
now  Mrs.  W.  F.  Armstrong,  the  founder  of  our  W.  m! 
A.  Societies,  and  bits  of  her  life  may  prove  interesting. 
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She  resigned  her  position  at  the  Seminary  and  went 
hom^  to  prepare  for  the  journey,  but  as  the  time  drew 
near  the  way  darkened  again,  for  her  friend  thought  it 
best  for  her  own  sake  not  to  advance  the  money.    With 
what  means  she  had  of  her  own  she  decided  to  go  to 
Boston  in  furtherance  of  her  arrangements,  but  when 
on  board  the  boat  at  Halifax,  several  Baptist  gentlemen, 
among  whom  were   Rev.    Dr.   Saunders,  Rev.   J.  e' 
Goucher,  Deacons  S.  Selden  and  T.  H.  Rand,  went  to 
her  and    with  prayerful  persuasion   induced    her   to 
remain  a  few  months  longer  and  visit  the  churches,  so 
that  a  personal  interest  might  be  awakened  in  her  and 
her  work.     She  did  so,  and  during  that  summer  ( 1870) 
visited  41  churches.  7  Sunday  schools,  and  organized 
32  W.  M.  A.  Societies.     On  Sept.  21  she  finally  left  her 
home  for  Burmah.     All  necessary  funds  were  provided 
by  these  Aid  Societies,  with  promise  of  more  in  the 
future.     The  influence  and  faith  of  this  sister  is  far- 
reaching.     She  and  her  family  are  laboring  to-day  in 
the  same  country  to  which  God  called  her  28  years  ago, 
and  He  guides  her  still. 

The  W.  M.  A.  Society  of  the  North  Baptist  Church 
was  organized  July  ist,  1870.     The  first  officers  were  : 
Mrs.  David  Kllis,  President ;  Mrs.   A.   W.   Clark,  ist 
Vice-President;    Mrs.  J.   Steele,   2nd  Vice-President; 
Mrs.   J.    McCully,   Treasurer;    Miss  Sarah  Meagher,' 
Secretary  ;  Mrs.  J.  E.  Goucher,  Auditor.     The  Board 
of  Managers  comprised  :  Miss  Margaret  Smith,  Miss 
Emma  Martin,  Miss  I^ouisa  Brown,  and  Mrs.  J.  Parsons. 
At  the  first  quarterly  meeting  held  Oct.  3,  the  member- 
ship was  59,  the  cash  on  hand  I36.12.    As  we  read  the 
early  records  we  see  that  the  trials  and  triumphs  of

Since  1870  thirty-two  missionaries — twelve  of  these 
ladies— have  gone  from  our  shores,  sent  and  supported 
by  the  Baptist  churches  of  the  Maritime  Convention. 
We  are  so  grateful  that  we  have  been  able  to  do  a  part, 
however  small,  in  sending  these  Messengers  of  God  to 
proclaim  the  Gospel  of  Ught  to  those  dwelling  in  the 
dense  darkness  of  heathenism.  Year  after  year  we 
have  wished  them  God  speed  and  prayed  that  Heaven's 
richest  blessing  might  descend  and  rest  upon  them.  In 
giving  up  home  and  friends,  they  sacrificed  all,  for

In  1882,  as  auxiliary  to  this  Society,  a  Mission  Band 
was  formed  among  the  younger  members  of  the  con- 
gregation for  the  purpose  of  training  them  in  the  love 
and  knowledge  of  missionary  work.  Miss  Maude 
Wiswell,  now  Mrs.  Geo.  H.  Fielding,  was  elected 
President,  and  we  took  the  name  of  "Willing 
Workers."  Meeting  one  afternoon  a  week,  we  gave 
concerts,  made  fancy  articles,  and  were  instructed  by 
our  leaders  in  missionary  subjects  ;  one  year  over  two 
hundred  dollars  were  raised  by  these  Willing  Workers. 
In  1884  we  undertook,  the  support  of  David,  a  promis- 
ing boy  then  in  Mrs.  Armstrong's  school  at  Chicacole. 
During  all  these  years  he  has  been  our  David.  After 
graduating  from  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Samul- 
cotta,  he  became  pastor  of  a  church  in  the  Kemidy 
Field,  where  he  is  an  earnest  worker  in  the  cause  of 
Christ.  At  the  most  trying  part  of  the  famine  season 
he  was  offered  a  good  position  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment with  a  salary  six  times  more  than  his  present 
income,  but  he  refused  it,  saying  he  had  been  saved 
from  eternal  death,  so  would  spend  all  his  life  in  giving 
the  Gospel  to  his  brethren.  We  feel  so  thankful  that 
the  little  boy  of  our  faith  and  prayers  has  proved  fit 
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earth  to  hear  the  account,  who  can  tell  ?  When  the 
summons  comes  and  we  are  called  to  meet  our  God, 
may  we  hear  the  Master  say  to  us,  as  he  has  said  to  the 
loved  ones  gone  before,  "Well  done,  thou  good  and 
faithful  servant." 

North  Baptist  Church,  Feb.  3RD,  1898. 
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The  North  Baptist  Sunday  School, 


IB-^T— 1335. 


The  beginning  of  the  North  Baptist  Church  was  a 
Sunday  School.  W.  P.  Everett,  of  St.  John,  came  to 
this  city  and  kept  a  hat,  cap  and  fur  store.  He  was 
instrumental  in  gathering  some  boys  and  girls  in  1847 
in  an  upper  room  on  .\f  aitland  Street,  and  thus  set  the 
ball  rolling.  The  parents  became  interested,  and  a 
modest  prayer  meeting  was  instituted,  followed  by  the 
organization  of  the  church  with  13  members  (or  16)  in 
January,  fifty  years  ago.  In  a  very  large  measure  this 
Sunday  School  has  been  the  right  hand  supporter  and 
the  feeder  of  the  Church. 

In  the  earliest  days  all  the  church  members  attended 
the  Sunday  School  ;  such  has  not  been  the  case  since- 
But  this  we  can  assure  our  hearers,  and  it  is  very  grati- 
fying to  say  and  to  see,  that  our  best  and  most  earnest 
church  members  have  been  and  are  interested  in  our 
Sunday  School.  Mr.  George  Wiswell  and  Mr.  John  H. 
Philp  were  members  of  the  first  Sunday  School. 
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Mr.  Everett  was  the  first  superintendent.  He  shortly 
after  relinquished  business,  removed  from  Halifax, 
studied  for  the  ministry,  and  for  many  years  in  New 
Brunswick  and  in  different  sections  of  the  United 
vStates,  he  was  a  hard  working  and  successful  Baptist 
pastor.  He  died  about  7  years  ago  in  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

The  superintendents  in  the  early  days  were  in  office 
for  short  terms,  quite  in  contrast  with  the  long  terms 
of  the  last  25  years.     From  the  small  beginning  of  20 
members  our  school  came  up  in  numbers  and  interest 
with  the  church  till  it  had  above  400  members  in  1873. 
Then  the  organization  of  the  third  church  and  Sunday 
school  took  away  about  one-third  of  our  members  ;  and 
bidding  this  new  school  (our  younger  sister)  good 
cheer   and    God  speed,  we  who  remained  bent  our 
energies  to  do  the  Lord's  work  in  this  part  of  His 
vineyard.    Thus  have  we  been  led  to  the  present.     As 
one  and  another  of  the  teachers  and  officers  has  fallen 
by  the  way,  or  stepped  out  or  moved  away,  our  loving 
Heavenly  Father  has  kindly  provided  warm-hearted 
cultured  Christians  to  come  to  the  rescue.     We  now 
count  325  members;   well  officered,  well  taught,  all 
glad  to  belong  to  the  North  Baptist  Sunday  School  of 
Halifax.     Instead  of  the  parents,  have  come  up  the 
children  and  the  grandchildren,  yea,  the  great  grand- 
children are  crowding  our  forms  and  singing  the  songs 
of  salvation  and  learning  much  about  Jesus  and  His 
love.     The  primary  class  was  commenced,  I  think,  in 
1S70 ;  the  first  leader  was  Miss  Lucy  Marshall,  then 
teaching  in  the  Dartmouth  school,  and  for  some  years 
thereafter  one  of  the  teachers  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts.
